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Sir: 

In response to the telephonic interview conducted on April 13, 2007 and the Interview 
Summary dated April 23, 2007, the following remarks are respectfully submitted in 
connection with the above-identified application. 

1) No prior art was discussed during the Interview. 

2) No substantive arguments were presented by Applicants' representative. The 
Examiner initiated the Interview with Applicants' representative to discuss the 
amendments filed on April 5, 2007. In particular, the Examiner commented 
that the claimed limitation "wherein the buffer manager measures a distance 
between an earliest point of detected packet jitter in the buffer and an earliest 
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packet in the buffer" of independent claim 1 required further clarification in 
order to put the claim (and thus the application) in condition for allowance. 

3) Applicants' representative presented and discussed the following proposed 
amendment to independent claim 1 during the Interview: "wherein the buffer 
manager measures a distance between an earliest detected out of sequence 
packet and a beginning of the buffer." 

4) An agreement was reached during the Interview. The Examiner indicated that 
the above proposed amendment was acceptable. It was agreed that 
Applicants' representative would submit the amendments to claim 1 and the 
respective dependent claims to the Examiner via fax. The Examiner would 
then make an Examiner's Amendment in accordance with the submitted 
amendments. See Interview Summary , April 23, 2007. 

5) No other pertinent matters were discussed during the Interview. 

As noted above, the foregoing remarks are provided so as to ensure a complete and 
proper recordation of the substance of the April 13, 2007 Interview.
